Saunders Encourages Education 
For Isolationists in Quebec 



. Toronto, Nov. 30. — (CUP) — 
Dr. R. M. Saunders of the De- 
partment of History spoke to 
the International Affairs Club 
on "The Influence of French 
Canada on Canadian Foreign 
Affairs," recently at Varsity. 

In his talk Dr. Saunders 
stated that the policy of the 
French Canadians is essentially 
isolationist; with this attitude 
is naturally bound to have a 
decisive effect on . the Foreign 
Affars of Canada. The cause 
of this outlook is the fact that 
Quebec has just lately devel- 
oped large industries. 

Dr. Saunders attempted to de- 
scribe the feeling of the French 
Canadians toward the four .'great 
powers. The altitude was char- 
acterized by withdrawal and in- 
difference. He said (ir£t of oil 
that Quebec's personal atti- 
tude is primarily one of fear. 
All the French Canadians want 



to preserve their French 
tongue; as all minorities are 
absorbed within a few genera- 
tions in the United States, they 
fear for their survival. French 
Canada, contrary to popular 
opinion, has absolutely no love 
for Political France. Quebec is 
descended from the France of 
Louis XIV, not from the Re- 
pubic. 

Quebec's attitude toward 
Great Britain is two-sided, Dr. 
Saunders slated. As a protector, 
personified in the Court of Lon- 
don from whence all French* 
rights originated, she is admir- 
ed, but as a conqueror, French 
Canada dislikes her. Toward 
Russia her attitude is one of 
reluctant cooperation. 

Dr. Saunders brought his talk 
to a close by stressing the 
isolationism of Quebec and stat- 
ing that it must be overcome 
and educated.

AVhcn intcrcollcgiftte sports was can- 

celiecl, tlic ^Uidcnls of McGill set up a con- 
£iderai)lc liowi, particularly against tlxc 
ruling preventing participation in any but 
local leagues. Tlicy considered tiiat if there 
was no other college to play against, the 
famed Rcdmcn would be wasting their 
time and effort, for tlic calibre of those 
city teams agaiui-t which the McGill tcain^ 
were liicely to be pitted was considerably 
inferior to our own. 

Tlic course of tlie war lias enabled us 
to enter teams in the three major Canadian 
sports, namely football, hockey, and bas- 
ketball. Montreal and llie surroundinf; dis- 
trict has become a centre of service camps, 
and there is professional or at least super- 
amateur roniiicliliou in tlicsc lliret; sports. 
The eomiictitioii offered is as good as any 
which McGill received in the intercolleg- 
iate leagues. 

McGill teams are not deteriorating 
either in spirit or in ability, in spite of the 
lack of intercollegiate .sport. The football 
team, after a short period of training, was 
able to offer amazing; competition to a 
group of well-trained and well-conditioned 
veterans in the service teams of the 
Q.R.F.L'. They put up a great fight, but 
the handicap of a late start was more than 
they were able to overcome. Student sup- 
port was excellent, and the south-side 
bleacher crowd must have wanned the 
hearts of the players, for they were al- 
ways numerous in spite of the weather. 

Now, the season of winter sport is at 
hand, and McGill teams are entered in 
both hockey and basketball leagues. Here 
again, the competition is stiff, lind it looks 
as if the Redmen will need all their nadi- 
tional fight to take a championship, or 
even make the play-offs. 

There is one subtle difference in these 
two leagues, however, and that is the 
student support. It is conspicuous by its 
absence. Basketball seldom draws a large 
crowd at McGill, but it has hit an all-time 
low this year, and liockey is not receiving 
the support which it deserves. 

We have held forth at considerable 
length on other occasions, about the duty 
of the student to support his team, but the 
effect has been negligible; so we will 
endeavor to approach the subject from an- 
other angle. AVhal benefit can the student 
spectator derive from a hockey game? 

There are several courses wliicli may bo 
followed. He may decide to make it a 
social evening by bringing a coed. The 
advantages arc obvious. Small capital ex- 
penditure, current expenses low, and rise 
in stock value when she discovers what an 
authority he is on hockey! 

He may go with classmates, and have 
a stag party. This is common practice foi 
those who like their sports straiglit, and 
who prefer masculino comment to fem- 
inine questions. There is no outlay requir- 
«I, and the voeal training will fit the 
spectator for the parade ground, if not for 
the Metropolitan Opera. 

The point is not how you go, with 
whom you go, or what you intend to do 
when you get there. Wc guarantee that IF 
you go, you will have a good time, and 
that you will become a rabid and voci- 
ferous McGill fan. How about some team 
support, men!

Jules Pleyel was a musician. He was a good 
musician— an excellent one. Few, however, had 
heard of him.

Impressionism in 

The plastic orts are those 
which have probably suffered 
least from the influence of 
Impressionism. Whereas music, 
essentially imitative, were led 
into abstract formalism by the 
same need. At this point, how- 
ever, we must make a very 
important distinction between 
two types of modernist . art. 
Though the two often exist side 
by side, conscious abstract 
formalism in painting or sculp- 
ture has nothing to do with the 
formless subjective expression- 
ism which we usually associate 
with surrealist or futurist art. 
The cubism of Cezanne is a 
medium which is the opposite 
of Impressionistic; the abstract 
work of' Braque or Picasso, in 
which one con enjoy pure color 
and pattern, are based on firm 
composition (in direct contra- 
distinction to the amorphous- 
ncss of Stein or Debussy fol- 
lowing their mood); and the 
sculpture of Maillol or Epstein 
depends ns much on solid. form 
as that of Phidi.is or Jlichclan- 
gclo. Tiio work of Pissarro and 
Monet, the fallicrs ot the Im- 
pressionist school, is very solid- 
ly composed; beneath the 
breaking up of light (which is 
really all that Impressionism 
means In this art) in as misty a 
painting as Monefs "Sea and 
Bluffs" there is still the shape 
of a formal composition. 

On the other hand, among 
the work of the modernist 
schools we find a great deal 
which overlaps into unarrangcd 
symbolims, the literal rendition 
of the subconscious; and here, 
as in atonalism or surrealist 
writing, we have the sequel to 
Impressionism once more. Such 
material is to be found among 
the work of almost all modern 
painters, among them Picasso, 
Chagal, ;md many other great 
artists. But wc may safely say 
that their best and most lasting 



the plastic arts: 
work is that which is built on 
a full pattern of color and form. 

Thus it is imperative to avoid 
the error of confusing conscious 
abstract design with art in 
which the attempt to be "free", 
different and unusual is the 
predominant clement. Admit- 
tedly, a great deal ot modern 
art is a mere juggling with 
novel ideas and effects, and Is 
in other ways as well part and 
parcel of the whole post-Im- 
pressionist movement; as a mat- 
ter of fact, the popular concept 
of surrealism and futurism is 
automatically associated with 
painting. But nevertheless the 
basic tendency towards consci- 
ous abstract design wins 
through in the best works of 
the really great moderns, de- 
spite the frequent lapses of their 
idiom into Expressionism. 

Of course, It Is another ques- 
tion whether our contemporary 
ies have the emotional vigor to 
fill that form with meaning or 
whether it will remain cold and 
therefore sterile. Another very 
serious objection is that in ils 
emphasis on abstract design and 
simplification modem art is 
borrowing from the primitives. 
The best work of Epstein can 
be approximated in the sculp- 
ture of Mexican savages; and 
Fra Angclico, El Greco and the 
early Flemish school were cub- 
ists and futurists centuries be- 
fore those movements were 
born. Now — docs this return 
to the primitive Indicate that 
modern art is unable to work 
out its own form for the Inter- 
pretation of modern industrial 
society? And then the central 
question comes up— can modern 
industrial society in its present 
form be assimilated by the 
art5-.' These are contingent 
problems which will be more 
fully treated In later articles.

Professor Scott, the first to speak, 
expressed the opinion that the Can- 
adian People, .were faced by the 
problem of making a choice between 
a private profit and hun>an welfare 
system in home politics, and be- 
tween Imperialism' and power poli- 
tics, as opposed to. internationalism 
In relations with other countries. 

Dr. Scott emphasized that 
monopolistic capitalism had never 
provided full employment and 
never would. He pointed out that 
war had shown the productive ca- 
pacity of Canada, when- controlled 
should make possible, a .minimum 
Income of f3,000.to f3,500 per per- 
son. 

In an outline of some of the im- 
mediate post-war plans of the C.C. 
F., Dr. Scott mentioned the recon> 
version of Industry and the finan- 
cial support of the armed forces 
until reabsorbtloii into civilian 
life. . " . 

The second speaker, Mr. Paul 
Martin stressed that any post-war 
pro0-8m must be predicated by In- 
ternational organization and men- 
tioned in a defense of his party 
that the post-war plans accepted by
